This week we shall explore the 
Noh Plays that we saw at the Kansalk 
alkon Theater. This Is a brand new 
building, Post war. 

The Noh dramas are over seven 
hundred years old. They originated as 
a form of lyric drama evolved from 
the entertainments at Buddhist and 
Shlnts temple festivals. 

Most of their stories were written 
in 14th and 16th Centuries and have 
been preserved with care. It Is said 
that over 1000 were written, over 800 
survive and there are still around 250 
performed. There are only a few 
characters In each drama. Noh dramas 
are therefore highly stylised art and 
of course almost unintelligible to 
Westerners. 

Noh has been described as a sol* 
omn operatic performance combining 
language, music and dancing, with 
rh>mlcal recitative chants. The chief

firm bright green stalks with com¬ 
pact tips you will generally find that 
the stems are tender and crisp. A 
wilted nppearance or a spreading tip 
on the asparagus stalk Is often an 
indication that It has been cut for 
sometime and the stalk may be tough 
and woody. Asparagus loses Its eat¬ 
ing quality very rapidly after it has 
been picked and once it is bought 
it should be used ns soon as possible. 

If it must be held, it should be wash¬ 
ed well and dried, then stored in an 
air-tight plnstlc bag or a covered dish 
in the refrigerator. 

Rhubarb came to us from Europe 
too. Originally it lived in Asia and 
for many centuries the Chinese have 
used the roots of a larger, coarser 
rhubarb for medicine. Rhubarb also 
has been known by the name of pie 
plant, presumably because of Its de- 
llclousness In pies. 

The young colourful utalks of rhub¬ 
arb ure apt to be more tender and 
juicy and have a better flavour than 
the lute ones. And as the rhubarb 
season is quite short, two months at 
the most, the home economists sug¬ 
gest you freeze or can it early in the 
season. 

If you are lucky enough to have a 
home freezer or locker you will want 
to freeze some asparagus to be used 
for dressing up meals and party lunch 
es next winter. The young tender 
stalks are best for freezing and there 
Hhould be as little time as possible 
elapsing between the picking and the 
freezing of the finished product. Wash 
the asparagus thoroughly, being care¬ 
ful to remove any dirt which may be 
hidden under the scale found cluster 
ed on the stalks. Cut the stalks in 
uniform lengths to fit your moisture 
vapour • proof freezer containers. The 
butt ends you trim off may be saved 
and frozen separately to be used later 
in soups and creamed dishes. 

Blanch medium sized stalks three 
minutes and larger stalks four min 
utes in boiling water, to preserve the Hamilton 
natural colour and flavour. Cool quic- Class wit

TIPS ON BUYING SHEETS: 

To buy muslin or percale? • the cot 
ton yarn in the finest percale sheet 
is not only carded but also combed 
to remove the short fuzzy fibers. First 
grade percale sheets are higher priced 
than percale which is made of carded 
yarns only and are labelled "made 
of combed yarns”. All percale sheets 
are lighter in weight, softer and smo¬ 
other than muslin sheets. Muslin 
sheets are made from thicker yarn 
which is not combed and is woven 
with fewer threads to each square 
Inch. They are heavier to handle and 
coarser than percale. Good quality 
muslin will withstand constant wash 
and wear and will give long service 
but is not as luxuroius. 

Check the label for thread count: • 
Muslins of 112 or less threads to the 
inch are too loosely woven for good 
wear and are likely to contain a fill¬ 
er which washes out. Look for type 
No. 128 or 140 thread count for med¬ 
ium or heavy weight muslin. The lat¬ 
ter is very sturdy and long wearing. 
Percales are generally type No. 180 
or 200 (the finest). Usually the high¬ 
er the thread count the better the 
wearing quality. 

The size: - in Canada the size of a 
finished sheet is the size indicated 
on the label, in the United States it 
is the size before hemming. If buy¬ 
ing sheeting by the yard, the most 
satisfactory length is 3 yards or 108

cold running water or by plunging it 
Into ice water. Drain thoroughly and 
then pack carefully into the contain¬ 
ers, seal and freeze as quickly as 
possible. 

When cooking asparagus wash and 
trim the stalks and tie them in a 
bunch and stand them upright in an 
inch or two of boiling water in a 
deep saucepan or use the lower part 
of a double boiler with the top in¬ 
verted over it. This will prevent the 
tender tips from becoming overcook¬ 
ed by the time the stems are tender. 

Rhubarb is Just about the simplest 
is required is to remove the leaves 
fruit (or vegetable) to freeze. All that 
and root ends, wash and drain the 
stalks, cut them up and freeze them 
In moisture - proof wrapping or con¬ 
tainers. Some people prefer to freeze 
the stalks Just cut in two or three 

pieces but if you cut them in 1 • inch 
slices they are all ready to use for 


stewing or in pies and puddings. 

If you wish to sweeten the rhubarb 
at freezing time you may pack the 
1-inch pieces in dry sugar using 5 
pounds of prepared fruit (about 16 
cups) to 1 pound of sugar (2 cups). 
The sugar is sprinkled over the rhub¬ 
arb and stirred lightly to coat the 
pieces before packing into freezer con 
tainers. Or the cut up pieces of rhub 
arb may be packed into containers 
and covered with cold medium syrup. 
This syrup is made by adding 1 cup 
of water then stirring to dissolve the 
sugar. This makes about Ufccups of 
one cup syrup for pint containers and 
syrup and It requires two-thirds to 
one to one and one half cups for 
quart containers. 

Stewed rhubarb or rhubarb sauce 
which is stewed rhubarb with the 
pieces broken up, may be frozen also, 
as given above or dry pack frozen 
Use the same proportions of sugar 
rhubarb, and cook the rhubarb slowly 
until tender in the top of a double 
boiler or In a covered casserole in 


the oven. Cool, pack in freezer con¬ 
tainers leaving a one - half • inch 
head space for expansion, and freeze.

ATTENTION! 

OWNERS AND OPERATORS OF 
MOBILE CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT 

Your attention Is drawn to the fact that all mobile construction equipment Is required 
to be licensed annually under the provisions of the 

MOBILE CONSTRUCTION EQUIPMENT LICENSING ACT 

before such equipment may engage in construction work in any municipality other 
than a city. 

“Construction Work” means the operations required: 

(1) For excavating or for breaking and clearing or 

(2) For the construction or maintenance of a road, sidewalk, building, 
bridge, culvert, dam, drainage system. Irrigation system, airport 
pipe line, power line, grades, strip mining, or other work of like nature. 

Under this Act a person is guilty of an offence, 

(a) Who performs or attempts to perform construction work by the use 
of a unit of mobile construction equipment for which a license has 
not been obtained or 

(b) Who performs or attempts to perform construction work by the use 
of a unit of mobile construction equipment upon which a license in 
not displayed, or 

(c) Who fails to notify the Department of Municipal Affairs of the detailed 
transfer of legal possession of licensed mobile construction equipment. 

A copy of the Mobile Construction Equ ipment Licensing Act may be obtained upon 
payment of twenty-five cents from tho office of tho Queen's Printer, 10902 -107th Street 
Edmonton.
